ASSAULT ON A CHAIR COOLIE. — 
The case against Private N. Shuin, 27th 
Regiment, who was charged before the 
Magistrate on the 2nd instant, ith esas t-

Major W. Herring, 27th Reglment, 
sworn, stated: On the evening of the 80th 
ult,, about 7.30, I saw defendant insu'ting | 
a civilian in Queen’s Road Hast, near No. 4 
Police Station. I gave him in charge of the 
first man I saw, Private Farrington, and 
told him to take him to the guard room. 
Tho civilian who was insulted did not wish 
to press the charge. About 20 yards 
further on I found a chair-coolie knocked 
down beside bis chair, The chair at that 
time appeared to be uninjured. “I saw the 
prisoner about ten yards from the chair 
under a sufficient escort. .He never 
returned to the chair. . 

The chair coolie on being called sald that 
when knocked down he became insensible, 
and when herecovered he found his clair 
smashed. . 

Ais Worship considered the evidencs of 
Major Herring sufficient. The assault was 
a most unprovoked one, but he liad treated 
the case when previsusly before the Court 
as one in which the defendant had been 
arrested by the police for being drunk ; he 
would now treat the matter as a simple 
assault ard would remit the $1 fine for- 
merly inflicted for being drunk.

(Translated from Exchanges.) 

~The Comercio, commenting on the qua- 
rantine imposed on the Diamante on- her 
last trip from Hongkong to Manila, aftor 
psyiig due regard to tho good intent o 
tho policy adopted by the Government, on 
this particular and on many other similar 
occasions, for the safety and welfare of the 
inhabitants generally, says that the Dia- 
mante’s case should have been an exception 


.to the rule, considering that the passengers, 


Mr Deplace and the Japanese, from Yoko- 
hams, had been in Hongkong for some 
twelve days previous to their going on 
board the Diamante, and the natural fumi- 
gation of their effects during that period, 
and the fact that they enjoyed. good health 
since they left Yokohama up to the time of 
their arrival at Manila, aro ‘sufficient to 
guarantee the. state-of their health as 
well as of their. effects; in view of these 
cotisjderations the authorities would do well 
to withdraw the observation imposed, or 
at least to somewhat reduce it. 

Io the steamer Mariveles, there arrived 
the Captain and crew of the Paraywt, 
which has necessarily been abandoned, ow- 
ing to..the impossibility of getting her 
afloat.

THE “KESTREL” AMONG THE 
PIRATES OF BORNEO. 

~ We extract the. following account of the 
doings of H. B, M. gunboat Kestrel from 
the Singspore Times just to hand:— 

4t the request of Governor Treacher, 
UW, M. S. Kestrel, Commander Edwards, 
was recently des. atched to Labuan and 
North Borneo to enquire into alleged acia 
of piracy and kidnapping committed by 
Balinini and Jlanuns, who have settled 
in the Tuncu district, in the Unyang 
peninsula, on the North East Coast. of 
Borneo. 


tha Philippine and Sulu Islands, carried 
fire and aword along the goastsa of Borneo 
and the Cclebes and proaecuted their 
voyages aa far as “ingapore and the Malay 
peninsula, The theatre. of their depreda- 
tions bas been much curtailed. by th- 
presence of the British at Labuan, of the 
Spanich in Sulu andgof the Dutch on the 
Kast Coast of Burnco, and many of the 
former markets for their produc :—slaves— 
are now closed ‘againstthem. The charac or 
of their proceedings has likewise changed, 
and they now confine themselves principally 
to kiinspping, surprising and capturing 
the Bajow fishermen engaged in the col 
lection of Beche-de-mer, tortoise-shell d&c., 
and disposing of them at Bulungan and 
other places on the Hast Coast. Some 
months ago they had the temerity to'ap: 
prosch within 140 miles of Labuan, and 
suco-eded in carrying off several unfortunate 
natives from Malludu. Bay, and from 
‘Banguoy ond other islands, The injury 
infil cted on tho trading intareats ‘of the 


Nolony of Labuan, by the existence.of such | 


a slate of affairs needs no demonstration 
andgloudly calls for the application of a 
vemedy. - : 

Commander Edwards sailed from Labuan 
on the 13‘h August, and, having obtained 
full and satisfactory proofs of the existence 
of a system of kidnapping and slave-dealiug 
on an extensive scale, he pruceeded to the 
Balivini village of Tarrebar, a settlement 
in the Treneu district which, by its situa- 

‘tion, admitted of being» bonsbarded from 
the sea ; for, asa rule, the villages of these 
people are situated well up small rivers 
and streams, and in positions ‘favorable for 
defence, Datu Timbang, the Chief, was 
requested to visit the Queen’s ship and was 
assured that he would not be molested if 
he complied. He refused, however, alleg- 
ing eickness, but added that he would order 
the pirates to clear out. He was then in- 
formed that his non-compliance wads re- 
warded as an additional proof of his com- 
plicity io the actions of the pirates, aud 
that hie village would, after the lapse of an 
hour, be burnt to the ground. The ‘in- 
habitants. availed: themselves of the time 
allowed them, and quickly m>ved out of 
danger, taking most, of their effects with 
them. The village was thon fired, and 
some fourteen or fifteen pirate boate, many 
of them constructed with bullet-proot fizht 
ing bu.warks of iron-vood, were destroyed. 
The principal piratical. chiefs in the dia- 
tricture Datu Kadunding or Ksrunding, an 
THWanun, ard his son Diu Buginsda Jan 
Jawi, a Balinini from Tawi Tawi, ind 
Kejah Laut, slso a Bahnini. Uf the

Giscontinue his evil practices, and a little 
management would probably convert. Ka- 
dunding Into a peaceful trader, Com 
mander Edwatds sailed to Sulu, and at an 
interview with the Sultan, informed him 
of the steps he had taken, The Snitan 
expressed himss'f very grateful for “the 
assistance rendered him by the Gunboat in 
punishing the. evil disposcd' people at 
Tuncu, and gaid that he was’ himeelf 
organizing an expedition, which woyld soon 
be in readiness, to sail for Tunoa and com- 
plete the work so well begun. .

OPIUM CONSUMETION IN CHINA, 


We gather the following statements re- 
garding opium from the Chinese Repository 
of 1836; most of them are. supported by the 
authority of high Chinese Officials, In the 
Materia Medica of the Afing Dynasty opium 
is called Afooyung. It. was reported to the 
Emperor.in 193¢ that there were three-kinds 
of opium, the “black earth” “from Bengal; 
the “ white-skin” from Bombay; and the 
+ ped-skin” from Madras. Upto the end 
of the 18th century, opium was inserted in 
the tariff of Canton os a medicine, subject 
to a duty of three tacls the picul, with Ts, 
2.4.6 additional charges. In the 1st year 
of Kiaking, 1796, smokers: were liable to 
light punishnient; but at this time only a 
few hundred cheats arrived annually: C) 
punishments and the consumption incteased 
rapidly after this. dete, until we find an 
import.of 20,000 chests in 1836.. The total 
‘Import ints Hongkong is now about 100,000 
obests annually... eS
